Republican Committee Puts Equal Suf- 
frage Plank in Platform Report 
to Convention. 


CoTTseiim, fhicapo, June 
S.—Tlie re- 
publican committee on resolutions, by 
a vote of 2() to 21, derided to incor- 
porate in the platform a plank endors- 
ing:, iu principle, woman suffra/îe. 


It has also adopted a plank ailirniinj? 
that 
the -United States 
should 
main- 
tain perfeot neutrality. 


The 
])roviHi(m adojjted by the 
sub- 
committee, in addition to its censure of 
the democratic administration of affairs 
in ^lexioo, ealls for the protection of 
American 
lives and property, 
not 
on 
the Mexican border alone, but through- 
out Mexico. 


The platform especially calls for leg- 
itilation for the protection against child 
labor and just as specilically declares 
for general compensation 
to 
workmen 
engaged in the federal service. 


There is a o l a n k devoted to merchant 
marine in general terms and 
anotlier 
calling for the conservation of American 
resources, but the latter is modified so 
as 
to require 
that 
such 
conservation 
slîall not be ao administered as to in- 
terféré with tlie utilization of the re- 
sources by the people of the country. 


The Suffrage Plank. 
Immediately after the committee re- 
convened Senator Borah, of Idaho, in- 
troduced the following plank in favor 
of woman suffraee: 


"The 
republicans, 
reaffirming 
its 
faith in government of the people by 
the people and for the people, favors 
the extension of suffrage to women as 
a 
measure of justice to one-half 
the 
adult people of this country." 
The plank w u discussed and debated 


for nearly an 
and a half, when a 


veto was taken and the plank adopted, 
20 to 21. 


The advocates of suffrage were widely 
enthusiastic over 
tlie endorsement of 
their 
mea.sure. 
Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman 
Catt, president of the' national associa- 
tion for woman suffrage, declared 
the 
insertion of the plank in the republican 
phitform 
Avojild 
set 
suffrage 
ahead 
twenty-fivp years. 


Nothing Doing on Prohibition. 


After deciding on the suffrage plank, 
the committee took up the discussion of 
prohibition. 
After 
a brief 
discussion 
the committee by an informal vote, de- 
cided against 
the inclusion of a 
pro- 
hibition plank in the platform. 


An attempt to take up the discussion 
of a plank favoring the establishment 
of an embargo on munitions of war was 
ruled out of order. 
Notice was given 
that the subject would be raised again. 


May Reconsider Suffrage. 


A call for absentees an hour after the 
sub-committee liad acted on the suffrage 
question was interpreted as indicating a 
possible reconsideration of the suffrage 
plank whicli a sub-committee had re- 
jected before the main body upheld it. 


The Mexican question came 
up 
for 
much discussion and it was thought the 
committee 
Avould 
decide 
on 
a 
plank 
broader than the Fall provision, which 
proi)osed protection to American citizens 
along both sides of the border. 


Some of tlie committeemen were saiiî 
to be urging that every American citi-

Loss

cruiser Lutzow, one of the big Ger- 
man 
warships 
which 
the 
British 
claimed to have sunk in the Jutland 
sea fight last week, is now admitted 
by the German admiralty, as is the 
loss of the cruiser Rostock, a cruiser 
of 4,900 tons. 


The admitted German losses now 
comprise 
besides 
the 
Lutzow 
and 
Rostock, the battleship Pommem, the 
cruisers 
'Wiesbaden, 
Elbing 
and 
Frauenlob and five torpedo craft. 


The British have admitted the loss 
of the battle cruisers Queen Mary, 
Indefatigable and Invincible the ar- 
mored cruisers Warrior, Black Prince 
and Defense, and eight torpedo boat 
destroyers. 
They have also admitted 
that the battleship Marlborough was 
torpedoed, 
but 
declared 
she 
was 
towed to port. Damage to the dread- 
nought Warspitc, which the Germans 
claim to have sunk, has also been 
conceded. 


Paris today admits the loss of Fort

ant of the centennial program. 
• Mrs. James B. Oankshaw, regent of 
the D, A. R., presided at the ceremoniies. 
There Avas the rendition of "The Star 
Spangled Banner" by the Citizens' band, 
the Fort Wayne hymn was sung by a 
chorus of school children and Mrs. Henry 
A. Beck, of Indianapolis, -state regent''' 
of the D. A. R., spoke briefly after the 
unveiling, and prior to the address by 
Robert B. Hanna. 


The marker is a huge boulder, nearly 
six feet high, and the bronze tablet is 
the work of a Fort Wayne artist, Homer 
Oordon Davisson. 


Mr. Hanna's Address. 


Mr. Hanna said: 
"Ladies and tientlemen: 
We have 
gathered here today, at the invitation 
of the Mary Penrose Wayne Chapter of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, to commemorate the revolutionary 
batiie known in history as 'Harraar's 
Defeat,' and to mark the historic spot 
known as 'Harmar's Ford.' 
1 am sure 
tliat we all appreciate the compliment 
and the honor of being accorded the 
privilege of witnessing these pleasing 
and appropriate ceremonies and help- 
ing to do this important and creditable 
piece of work. 
The marker which has 
been ])lanted'here today is the only one 
of many monuments which have been 
erected by tiie fair hands of these noWe 
v.ometi that the history of the United 
States, as it relates to the historj- of 
Indiana and to the history 
of 
Fort 
Wayne, may be written not only oi) 
¡»archinent and on paper but in 
the 
very soil of the land itself. I feel sure 
tliat all of the people of Fort Wayne 
will join with me in congratulating the 
members of the Mary Penrose Wayne 
Chapter of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution o.n the noble, important 
and patriotic work they are doing in 
marking the historic spots to be found 
in and around Fort Wayne—"The Glor- 
ious Gateway of the West.' 


Harmar's Defeat. 
"It Mas after the Revolution 
had 
Closed and the treaty of peace witn 
Threat Britain had been signed that tiie 
I'ritish refused to evacuate the western 
posts on American soil, including tlio 
fort at Detroit, which posts controlled 
all of the region of the Maumee and 
\V:;bnsli valleys. 
At thi.s time, the site 
Oi Fort AVayne was the location of a 
strong Miami village known as Keki- 
onga. 
Its 
inhabitants 
were 
chiefly 
French fiu- traders whose success was 
dependent entirely upon the co-opera- 
tion of the Indians. The three elements 
—British. French and Indians—worked 
together to keep the American colon- 
ists from coming west of the Aileglieny 
river. 
It was a time of scalping raids 
on defenseless settlements in Pennsyl- 
vania Kentucky 
and Ohio. 
Prisoners 
bv the hundred.s 
were brought here, 
sca!)>ed and burned at the stake. 


"In the midst of it all, (ieorge Rogers 
('¡ark came to the west and captured 
\':ncennes. Kaskaskia and Cahokia on 
the Wabash 
and on 
the 
Mississippi 
rivers. 
Colonel Hamilton, going down 
through here from Detroit to the south 
AVabash region, was captured by Clark. 
Tlie fierceness 
of 
the 
Invl'an-British 
lialred of tiie Americans increased ad 
time went on. 


"Wasliington, determined to open the 
west to the settlement of the ])ioneers, 
first made offers of peace, which were 
rciected, then .=ent General Josiah Har- 
mar to the head of the Maumee river 
to establish here a post. 
The com- 
mand under 
(ieneral 
Josiah Harmar 
marched northward from near Detroit 
on October 4th, 1790. It was composed 
of 1,4.13 soldiers, with only .120 reg- 
ulars, the remaining number, 1,133, were 
militia from Kentucky. 
Home of the 
Kentucky militia awere 'raw and unused 
to 
the gim or the woods.' 
General 
Harmar was much disheartened at the 
kind of people he had received from 
Kentucky, and he had much trouble, on 
liis marcli from Detroit to Fort Wayne, 
or rather what was then Fort Wash- 
ington and Kekionga, in keeping the 
ofncei-s of his army 
Avith their com- 
mands, in their 
proper 
order. 
The 
march was a loner and a hard one but 
on the 17tii of October, 1700, (Tcneral 
.Ir.sinh 
Harmar, 
after 
crossing 
the 
^laumee river at the common fording 
jilace, reached the spot on which we 
now stand, at about one o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
Tiiree days of reconnoiter- 
irg. with some fighting, were spent hi 
tliis territory. 
On the 21st of October, 
ve find fieneral Harmar and his array 
encamped at a point several miles down 
the ;Maumee river from this spot. 
But 
on that night Major Wyllys and Colonel 
Harding with a detachment of 400 men, 
started back and rcached this point at 
si nrise, and it was on the day of this 
morning—October 
22, 1790—that 
the 
disaster knoAvn in history as 'Harmar's 
Defeat,' occurred at this place. 
When 
those who survived 
this terrible 
de- 
feat, of whom IVIajor Wyllys was not 
one, at the hands of Little Turtle and 
his band of Indians, returned to the 
encampment of General Harmar, Col- 
onel Harding requested the general to 
march back, to this place with the whole 
armv, but tieneral Harmar gave Colonel 
Harding many good reasons why this 
should not be done, but as a matter of 
fact 'The general at this time had lost 
all confidence in the militia.' 
On the 
following day. October 2.3rd., General 
Harmar and his army took up the line 
of march 
for return to Detroit 
and 
reached there on the fourth of the next 
n.onth, "Slaving lost in the 
expedition, 
one himdred and eighty-three killed, and 
tliirty-one wounded. 


Y. M. C. A. Campaign. 
"My friends, I appreciate that only 
last 
week, while aroused civic spirit 
was getting under way, that we raised, 
liere in Fort Wayne, by voluntary sub- 
scription 
over .$300,000 for a Y. M. 
C. A. building, btit magnificent as that 
achievement 
was, second to none in 
some respects in the history of Y. M. 
C A. work, it is not one on which Fort 
Wayne is willing to rest her oars in 
community building. 
In fact, the work 
done in that campaign j i a s only stim- 
ulated us to greater effort. 


Civic Work of Women. 
"I know of the work that the women 
of Fort Wayne are doing to help make 
Fcrt Wayne a still better place to live 
ifi; I know of their practical views, 
their breadth of vision and their sound- 
ness of judgment in matters pertaining 
to civic affairs, and knowing this,, as 
I do, I feel at liberty to take advan- 
tage of this occasion to present for 
the consideration and judgment of both 
the men and women assembled here to- 
day, a few of the things that I feel 
nught rightfully come ou^ of the pub- 
lic spirit and home pride which has 
been aroused' in the 
people of Fort 
Wayne during this centennial celebra- 
tion. 


Assembly Hall. 


"Out of this aroused public spirit 
might come a large assembly hall for 
Fort Wayne, where" the 
best muftic 


nessed and the best lectures listened 
to at a cj>Bt so small that no man, 
woman or child in Tort Wayne could 
afford to miss themV "^yhere in keeping 
with our republican 
form of govern- 
ment, and in a spirit of tnifi democracy, 
we might meet to discuss 
national, 
state and municipal questions; where 
national and «tate conventions of the 
D. A. R. and other societies might be 
held, and where meetings and conven- 
tions and entertainments of all kinds 
might be had, to the enjoyment, en- 
lightenment and profit of all the people 
of Fort Wayne. 


Barge Canal. 


"Out of this aroused 
public senti- 
ment might come a voluntary subscrip- 
tion fund of $100,000 with which to 
conduct an educational campaign, for 
the next ten years if need be, dealing 
with the practicability and the neces- 
sity of the 
proposed 
Toledo, 
Fort 
^^'ayne and Chicago canal. 
This fund 
to be carted in Fort Wayne and to 
bo subscribed to by citizens of every 
city and town along the line of the 
proposed canal, from Chicago to Toledo 
and on to Xew York- 
The building of 
the Toledo, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
canal would be a no greater task for 
the men of today than was the build- 
ing of the Wabash and Erie canal for 
the early 
settlers 
whose praises we 
love to sing at every birthday celebr»,- 
tiou of Fort Wayne and Indiana. 
Chamber of Commerce. 
"Out of 
this aroused 
public spirit 
might come a union of all our civic 
organizations, fathered 
by the 
Fort 
Wayne Commercial club, that 
would 
foster and encourage and enlarge homo 
manufacturing institutions; that would 
br.ild the Toledo and Ohio Central rail- 
road 
from St. Marys, Ohio, to Fort 
Wayne, as the founders of Fort Wayne 
built the Pennsylvania line from -Ohio 
to Illinois; 
that would be prepared 
financially, 
and in everv other 
way, 
to promote and advance the welfare or' 
Fort Wayne at every step along tiio 
road of progress. 


Sewcr-River-Flood 
Problem. 


"Out of this aroused

might come the execution of the plans 
for the solution of Fort Wayne's sewer 
river-flood problem (and it is one prob 
lem. not three) and thus guarantee the 
suburban 
districts of Lakeside. 
Sp.v 
Run,

against a repetition 
of the flood of 
1013; give Fort Wayne a sewer system 
in keeping with her needs and 
her 
grcwing population 
and 
restore 
our 
three rivers to their original beauty and 
usefulness. 


New City Charter. 


"Out of 
this arou.sed 
civic spirit 
might come a municipal 
government 
more modern in form, more efficient in 
practice and more progressive in spirit 
than any yet enjoj^ed by the people of 
Fort Wayne. 


"I had a small part in framing our 
present citv charter, and I am not here 
today to condemn that instrument nor 
to criticise the men working under it 
At the time we amended the original 
and thus secured our present city char- 
ter, we said that the city council should 
be reduced from twenty to fifteen mem- 
bers, and it was. 
Iji the light of the 
investigations 
and 
reports 
recently 
made by the National Municipal Leagiu- 
we might now reduce the city council 
from fifteen to six or nine members, 
with three electpd at each succeeding 
election, and make still further reduc- 
tions in the number of city officials, 
and still other changes in our present 
city charter, along the same line and 
much for the same 
reason that avo 
amended«^)ur original city charter. 
W 
said at that time that most kinds of 
work could be done better by a small 
than a large body of men, and so we 
took from the old council of twenty 
members the work now done by the 
board of public works, public safety, 
and by still other boards and individual 
ofTiciais. 
We abolished 
the office of 
city treasurer and made all city taxes 
payable at the oflSce 
of the county 
treasurer. 
We afterwards wipe out the 
board 
of water works trustees, who 
its work to the board of public works, 
which meets every 
day, 
and which 
board, by the way, js the only muni- 
cipal board the members of which are 
required to 
devote all of their time 
to 
the 
municipal 
duties 
assigned 
to them. 
By way of suggestion mere- 
ly, for that is ail one can possibly do 
in so short an address as this dealing 
with BO many 
important 
questions, 
might it not be well, now that our city 
has grown from 45,000 to 80,000 in pop- 
ulation since o\rr present charter was 
secured, to do away with some of our 
numerous municipal boards, with their 
numerous members and appoint in their 
stead, for example, a director of health, 
director of works and director of safety, 
who would not only devote all of tlieir 
working hours to the business of t h ( \ 
respective departments but who would 
dtvote their lives to the study and 
solution of municipal problems. 
Thesu 
directors, with the city attorney and 
city civil engineer, could be required to 
sit as a board, with the mayor at the 
head of 
the table, when the 
action 
of a board under the law is required. 
The combined salaries of the present 
numerous members 
of 
our numerous 
boards, would go a long way to paying 
the salaries of these directors and the 
additional sum needed, if any, might be 
made up by appointing instead of elect- 
ing the city clerk, whose salary 
is 
larger now than it would be if he was 
not 
put to the expense of an election 
every few years, and by abolishing the 
office of city judge and allowing the 
work now done by him to be performed 
by the two justices of the peace of 
Wayne township. 


"All appointive municipal officials and 
employes should be protected in the 
security of their respective positions by 
a civil service law, 


"I feel that Fort Wayne should se- 
jiure at the hapds of the next session 
of the Indiana legislature not only the 
amendments to her city 
charter to 
which I have hinted, but ^also, all pow- 
ers relative to city planning, flood pre- 
vention, drainage and similar munici- 
pal matters, which powers she 
may 
need and does not now hold. 
For in- 
stance, 'she might secure the creation 
of the drainage city of Fort Wayne, 
the same as we now have the school 
city of Fort Wayne, v^lth power to 
issue bonds, to the end that this gener- 
ation may not be called upon to pay 
the entire cost of Fort Wayne's pro- 
posed 
sewer-flood-river 
improvement. 
The officials of the city of Fort Wayne, 
proper, could be made ex-officio ofllcials 
of the drainage city of Fort Wayne 
p.nd thus put the tax payers to no addi- 
tional expenses by reason of their sb- 
curing these additional- rights and pow- 
ers. 
I know of no provi.sion of In- 
diana'» state constitution that stands

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amendments to our city charter which 
I have in mind. 


A $4,000,000 Loss. 


Just to show that the founders of 
Fort Wayne had some little idea of 
city planning, let me call your attention 
to the fact that when Barr and Mc- 
("orkel laid out the original 
})lat of 
Fort Wayne, that they donated all that 
part of Fort Wayne bounded by first 
alley west of Calhoun 
street on the 
west; Wayne street on the south, Barr 
street on the east, and the first allej' 
north of Berry street on the north; to- 
gether with all of the city block on 
which the court house now stands, as 
a site for public buildings—as a civli 
cc-nter. This land Avhich today is worth, 
exclusive of improvements 
.$4,000,000, 
was sold by public officials for from 
$10 to $100 n lot and at a time, too, 
when taxing and borrowing powerof the 
local government was greater than its 
real needs. 
For the want of this civic 
center, for the lack of city planning 
you and I have seen Clinton street de- 
stroyed for botli residence and businesa 
purpo.ses, by erecting 
thereon a few 
public and semi-public 
buildings, and 
we may yet see Berry, ^^'ayne, Wash- 
ington. .TefTerson and Harrison 
streets 
go the same way.

In every in- 
stance the reproduction of pioneer life 
Mas made as accurate as possible. Many 
descendants of the pioneers who took 
jiart in the original scenes years ago re- 
produced the incidents as they took place 
at that time. 


The attendance was more than \ip to 
expectations 
considering 
the 
cool 
weather and everybody is pleased be- 
yond 
words. 
With 
half-way 
decent 
weather there is every reason to believe 
that the seating capacity of the ])ageaTit 
grounds 
will be 
taxed 
to

Thursday and Friday nights. 


The large crowd was handled without 
the least confusion. Hereafter, however, 
spectators must be in their seats before 
8 o'clock, the time for beginning the first 
act, or must wait until the beginning 
of the second act. 


Chairman Miller Speak.«?. 


Chairman 
E. C. Miller, who 
is in 
charge of 
the 
Centennial celebration, 
spoke briefly between scenes I and 2. 
"I do not see Avhy I should bo asked to 
sjieak," he said.. "This is not my show; 
it belongs to the people of Fort Wayne, 
r want to^ thank you for your splendid 
Support and co-operation. 
I hope that 
Fort Waj'ne will put on something of 
this kind each year." 


Too much space would be required to 
give each actor individual mention. They 
all performed most creditably. 
Donald 
Robertson, director of tho pageant, was 
given a round of applau.sc when he made 
hi.s 
appearance 
as 
"Thunderhead. 
a 
Prophet of 
the IMiamis." 
Througliout 
the entire prod\iction the history of Fort 
Wayne is brought forth with a vividness 
that caimot be told in words. 


Summary of Six Scenes. 


The pageant is in six .«cenes, open- 
ing Avith the coming of French trad- 
ers to Fort Wayne and closing with a 
scene on Barr street, Avhen the news 
of the firing cn Fort Sumter was re- 
ceived. 
A summary of the six scenes 
is as follows; 


Scene 1, 


The first scene is most picturesque. 
In the virgin forest, beside the 
St. 
Mary's river, where the Indians have 
chosen to locate 
their 
village and 
where their groups of tepees form a 
large section of the stage picture, are 
gathered the tribes living in their prim- 
itive state, while at the other side of 
the picture are two log huts of the 
French traders, ilhistrative of the com- 
ing of the first whites. 
The story of 
the first scene is that of the coming 
of the Jesuit priests to the wilderness, 
their great object being to make of 
the undetiled savages a great Christian 
race. 


Scene 2. 


The 
second 
scene 
discloses 
Fort 
Miami, the French post on the bank 
of the St. Joseph river, as it appeared 
on 
the 
afternoon in the year 17t53, 
shortly after the French and Indian 
war. 
A quarrel between Donaldspn^ «u 
English setter, and Godfroi, the treach- 
erous Frenchman, who seeks the de- 
atruction of the garrison, reveals the 
coming outbreak. 
Then follows th«» 
thrilling story of 'the betrayal of the 
commandant, Ensign Holmes, and the 
sensational capture of the post by the 
Indians and their French cohorts. 
Scene 3. 


This scene is in two parts, the first 
part bringing the^udience into the for- 
efit on the night orAugust 10, 1704, on 
the eve of the battle of Fallen Timber. 
The chiefs of the Miamis, Delawares, 
Shawnees, Pottawottomies and Wyan- 
dottes are gathered about an immense 
council fire in the foreet, with their 
British allies. 
Braves with war drums 
beat the instruments at the close ol 
¿ach of the fiery speeches of tho chief» 


v.ho proclaim theii readiness to go to 
v.ar 
with 
General 
Anthony 
Wayne, 
who's army has approached within a 
few miles of the camp. 
Little Turtle 
leads the savages a.s they disappear into 
the forest to meet Wayne and his arm^'. 
The climax cymes with the appearance 
of General \\"ayne, mounted, 
as 
he 
dashes to the front of the .«tage sur- 
rounded by his victorious followers. 
Scene 4. 


The fourth scene opens with a view 
of 
the fort 
as 
it appeared 
on 
the 
morning of September 
10, 1812. 
The 
audience is given a view of tho interior 
oi tho fort, with the anxious members 
of the garrison and the women enjoy- 
ing a brief respite from the severe at- 
tack of the savages on the fort. 
In- 
terest in the opening of the scene cen- 
ters strongly up-on the women of the 
fort who appear less alarmed than theii 
husbands. 
Suddenly one uf 
the sol- 
diers, severely wounded bv n shot from 
ail Indian rifle from without, falls from 
hi.s place on the platform, whicli formn 
his post of sentry. 
The garrison is 
called out. 
A .'lavage is seen crawling 
toward the fort from a distance. 
A 
shot from the fort fails to reach the ap- 
proaching red man. 
Suddenly, a shout 
goes up from the garrison, "It's Txigan 
come back! 
Logan come back!"' 
Truly 
it is the 
faithful 
Shawnee brave re- 
turning with tho message from Ceneral 
William 
Henry 
Harrison 
that 
his 
tioops are on the way to save the 
garrison. 
Logan 
is received into thv 
fort, and soon the relieving forces, un- 
der Ceneral Harrison, ride into tlie fort 
amidst tiie clieers of the garrison, Avhicli 
had striven for many days to avert the 
loss of the fort and the destruction of 
the lives of the men and women. 
Scene 5. 


Scene five opens with a view of Fort 
Wayne as it appeared on the afternoon 
of April 19, 1819. the dav of its aban- 
donment as a military post. 
Around 
the fort, evidences of the coming town 
and city, are the few houses erected 
since the coming of peace with the sav- 
ages. 


Introduced in this scene is the great 
"I'allet 
of Fort Wayne,'' ih which a 
company of one hundred 
and 
forty 
beautiful young girls in the costumes 
of the nationalities 
which form the 
greater elements of the city of 
Fort 
Wayne, give a dance which was one of 
the most spectacular presentations evec 
seen in the middle west. 


Scene 6. 


The sixth and linal scene shows a 
busy scene on Barr street. Fort Wayne. 
The old fort has disapjieared and news- 
boys cry the startling news that Fort 
Sumter has been fired on. 
Henry 
Lawton, William P. Segur, William H. 
Link and George Humphrey meet and 
discuss the news from the Carolinas. 
The crowds grow in numbers and patri- 
otic enthusiasm. 
Among the citizens 
who thrill the 
throngs 
with 
tiery 
speeches from the street corners 
are 
Mayor Franklin P. Randall, Hugh Mc- 
Ciilloch, Allen 
Hamilton 
and others. 
The scene closes with the appearance 
of a great army of volunteers, in full 
uniform, marching in review a.s they 
leave for the front and with a beautiful 
tableau, "'The Spirit of 1910," bringing 
to an en.d the series of wonderful pic- 
tures which tell with vivid word and 
action the thrilling story of two bun- 
dled years of progress from savagery 
to peace and enlightenment.

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Reckoning With 
Roosevelt 


The outstanding feature of the political hurly-burly at Chicago on 
Wednesday when the re^iubliean and progressive national conven- 
tions held their opening sessions was clearly and nmnistakably the 
frenzied demonstration for Colonel Roosevelt which characterized 
the gathering of the progressives. Temporary Chairman Robins had 
spoken but tliree sentences of his keynote address when he made 
mention of the colonel's name and there instantly burst forth a 
pandemonium of blended applause, shouts, cheers, roars, chants and 
militant melody that utterly refused to be stilled until more than 
one hour and thirty minutes had elapsed. Devotees of Col. Roose- 
velt's cause marched and surged and swayed about the Auditorium 
hall giving vent to enthusiasm that would not longer be denied. 
Doubtless much of the show was staged—that is, the leaders had 
calculated upon and encouraged something of the sort as an object 
lesson to tlie republieaii assemblage iii session but a few squares dis- 
tant. 
The moral effect of a demonstration of this character is un- 
questioned, but it is to be doubted if even the most devoted adherents 
of the colonel's cause had correctly guaged the extent or the fervor 
of what followed the first out-break of the pent-up devotion. 


All this is especially interesting because of the talk of peace be- 
tween the republicans and the progressives—because of the effort to 
heal the old breach left by the secession of the progressive republi- 
cans from the convention which renominated Mr. Taft. It is inter- 
-esting, too, because of the fact that from many qu^arters we have 
heard the preachment that Colonel Roosevelt ^vas politically d^ad 
and that he had been duty and decently entombed in the political 
cemetery. 
It has a further interesting significance, too, from the 
fact that the colonel's adherents are by no means confined to the 
progressive organization. 
It will transpire that he has no incon- 
siderable following within the republican convciitiou itself, even his 
enemies conceding him from 150 to 200 votes there. 
The progres- 
sive demonstration Wednesday makes substantial and definite the 
claim stoutly maintained priox. to that time—that the progressives 
have no second choice; that they will have Roosevelt or nobody. The 
task of reckoning with Colonel Roosevelt is a .job that will be ex- 
tremely distasteful to the majority of the gentlemen who make up 
the republican national convention, but it is a job that cannot be 
dodged. It is today the biggest element in the Chicago situation.

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Following is the address which Ex- 
President Taft had prepared for deliv- 
ery in Fort Wayne on tiie centennial 
occasion. 
On account of the rain which 
intervened at the close of the automo- 
bile parade, however, Mr. Taft was un- 
able to deliver his address. 


"Citizens of Fort Wayne,, Ladies and 
Gentlemen:—1 am glad to be present at 
this interesting centennial celebration of 
the 'bir^ of the state of Indiana. 
It is 
properly held at this, one of the most 
interesting historical places in the whole 
iiorthwest. 
As early as 1680, now more 
than two centuries and a quarter ago, 
it wag a gateway for the Indians and 
travelers from the lakes to the south- 
west. 
Here was the beginning of the 
3VIaumee-Wabash portage. 
Here was for 
a century an important French trading 
post. 
Here was the old 
French 
g^d 
English Fort Miami, and here was Fort 
Wayne, 
built 
by 
that 
distinguished 
American soldier who bore the sobriquet 
of "Mad Anthony." 
Built in 1794, after 
lie had defeated the Indians at the bat- 
tle of Fallen Timbers, it remained as a 
defense against the Indians until after 
the foundation of the city and the per- 
manent 
settlement 
here 
In 
1815. 
It 
would be difficult to find a spot about 
which 
more 
Indian 
associations 
cliijl 
than that upon which we stand today. 
Here alone we might find reasons enough 
in your history to give your state the 
name of Indiana. 
However much you 
may value 
evidences 
of prosperity in 
your rapid growth and your importance 
as a railroad center, you of Fort Wayne 
are 
exceptionally 
fortunate 
in 
your 
\\ ealth of tradition. 
It is a pleasure to 
note that *you accord to it the import- 
imce it deserves. 


What Event Commemorates. 


"We are here 
to commemorate 
the 
change of the Indians' territory into a 
state. 
The territory was carved out of 
that greater territory northwest of the 
Ohio river which was given a form of 
government 
in the Ordinanoo of 
17S7. 
and to which we must trace the origin 
of^ tiio great 
states of 
Ohio. Indiana, 
IHinoii^, Michigan and Wisconsin. 
The 
jirosont population and wealth of theso 
five states,, and the high standard of in- 
telligence of their 
inhabitants, I need 
hardly dwell upon, 
f mention them only 
to say that they wore the normal result 
of the natural resources of the country 
and 
it spirit 
of freedom and 
indepon- 
denro in tlie pioneers who settled them 
end in the fundamental instrument in 
•whir]] their institutions and government 
l.ad orit^in—the Ordinano;-- of 1TS!7. Tliat 
chiirtiM- secured a pro])ortior,ate rei'ves'Ti- 
tation of the people ii^ the Ic-vislatiu-e. 
]'rovided a bill of rights, forever fcrhad«' 
iiuman slavery witliin the tenin'iy. an«; ! 
u a s the lirst of all constitution? to d( 
f'are against the injustiee of ti:e i!i;p;i:r- 
Mi'iit of contract. 
The ]iroximity (.f ir; 
• inna to Kentucky and Virginia, v.lu-r. 
••'avery existed, and the migration from 
those two states into Indiana easily ex- 
I lained the desire of some of the immi- 
grants to brinp; with thcin a domestic 
social institution ¿which they deemed 
1 elpful in the building up 
of 
a 
new 
(-'tintry. 
And so we find that in 180.') 
there were 17.3 slaves in Indiana; that 
a law was enacted providing for a form 
i.f indenture which really made slaves 
of those who were the subject of it. and 
that in ISIO, there were 227 slaves. 
The 
indenture law was 
repealed 
in 
IHIO 
throufiii tiie activity 
of 
Quakers 
who 
had settled in the state. 
I'nder the lead- 
ership of .Jonathan .Jennings, who was 
elected a territorial delegate to congress 
in ISO!) and in 1811, and who was the 
first governor of the state from 1810 to 
1822. the constitution adopted in 181(1, 
reiterated the declaration of the Ordi- 
nance of 1787 against slavery and the 
Institution .soon disappeared. 


Suggests a Topic. 


'T have read the constitution of 1816 
and it has suggested to me a topic for 
discussion. 
The indispensable basis of 
success for what we call a government 
of the people is certain duties of citizen- 
ship which must be fulfilled or popular 
government will fail. 
Your constitution 
of 1816 in its preamble stated the pur- 
pose of its framers to be 'to establish 
justice, promote the welfare and secure 
the blessings of liberty to the people of 
Indiiina and their posterity,' and in its 
first article ifc declared that 'all men are 
born equally free and indipendent, that 
they have certain natural, inherent and 
inalienable rights among which are the 
enjoying and defending life and liberty 
and of acquiring, possessing and protect- 
ing property and ptirsuing and obtaining 
happiness and safety.' 
T])e constitution 
further declares that all power is inher- 
ent in the people and that all free gov- 
ernments are fotindecl on their authority' 
and instituted for their peace and safety 
and happiness. 


"Now we have heard and read such 
principles announced first in the Decla- 
ration of Independence, then in our fed- 
eral constitution, and then in the con- 
stitution of the states, and in many 
other instruments of government. 
We 
recite them with entire satisfaction just 
as we recite creeds in our churches, but 
we do not always analyze their mean- 
ing. We do not always apply the proper 
qualifications to their sweepmg general- 
izations, and especially do we frequently 
fail to appreciate the burdens and duties 
which the enjoyment of such government 
entails upon us if we are to be part 
of it. We are much more prone to dwell 
upon our rights under a system of gov- 
emment than our obligations to main- 
tain it. 


Do Not Always Argue Out. 


"We do not always argue out why 
wc believe in popular government. We 
refer to the rule of the people as if it 
were an end and not a means. 
We saj' 
that the rule of the people brings us 
liberty and so we treat liberty as an 
end ,and not a'means. 
The real end of 
life is the happiness of all and the hap- 
piness of all depends upon the happi- 
ness of the individuals and the recon- 
ciliation of the happiness of one indi- 
vidual with the happiness of another. 
It "iiot infrequently happens that what 
eeems to be the happine.ss of one indi- 
vidual will interfere with the happiness 
of another. 
The well known rule of law 
that a man must enjoy^his own in such 
a way as not to injure another illus- 
trates what I meati. 
Liberty is not li- 
oense. 
Liberty must be regulated by 


law, that each may secure as much out 
of government as ia consistent with the 
equal security of another in the pursuit 
of happiness by both. 
Why then do we 
favor popular government? 
If we c»u 
not state why we favor it, we are hard- 
ly worthy to deserve it and we cei- 
^tainly shall lack when the test comes 
in meeting the obligation to defend it 
and sustain it. 
We believe in popular 
government because we believe .that In 
the long run a government in which a 
considerable part of the people direct 
the policy of the government, represen- 
tatives of all classes have a chance to 
I)e heard, the interests of all classes are 
more likely to be regarded and taken 
care of than where the interest is one 
class is committed to the care and con- 
trol of any other, no matter how al- 
truistic that other may be. 
In the long 
run, it is better for each class of peo- 
ple to hav^ some say, or opportunity to 
bl; heard, in the determination of what 
is to be done by the government and 
may affect them. 


The Second Reason. 


"The second reason why we prefer 
popular government is that where all 
classes have some say and some right 
to be heard in determining what the 
governmental 
policy shall be, even if 
their own views /ire not followed, tho 
fact that the- 
j consulted will lead 
them to support the government and 
give it solidarity. 
This solidarity will 
secure strength to it which makes per- 
manence and stability. Permanence and. 
stability of government are essential to 
continued peace and order and these 
are essential to the prosperity of all 
and to the equal opportunity of all to 
seek happiness. 


"But we must not Se misled by the 
generalization that popular governmeni 
means literally the rule of the people. 
Such literal definition and interpreta- 
tion gives rise to fundamental miscon- 
ceptions in respect to our duties as cit- 
izens. 
It gives rise to the view that 
all the people make the law that they 
are called upon to obey, and thus that 
each individual in a properly constituted 
government 
makes 
and 
consents 
to 
every law which he is called upon to 
obey. 
This leads to the very demoral- 
izing attitude of individuals and groups 
of individuals that when they are called 
upon to obey laws that they don't like, 
that thoy don't vote for, and that oper- 
ate to their annoyance, they may recur 
to the fundamental idea that the en- 
forcement of such a law is contrary to 
the rule of the people, and therefore 
they 
may 
properly 
disobey 
it 
and 
ignore it. 


Attitude of the Anarchist. 


"This conclusion really states the at- 
titude of the modern anarchist. 
I do 
not mean that body of men called an- 
archists who manifest their hostility to 
society and seek to convince by the use 
of explo sive and blowing their oppo- 
nents up, but I mean a school of social 
thinkers who advance the view that we 
can trace all our evils in society to the 
restraints of government, and that the 
perfect state toward which we .should 
^vo^k, and to whieh we should promptly 
come, is one in which, without govern- 
ment and 
Mithout any restriction oi 
any sort, each member of society, each 
child and man, will know what' they 
ought to do in following their rights 
and fulfilling their duties to themselves 
and to others, and Mill conduct them- 
selves 
accordingly. 
FoIloM'-ing 
such 
views 
unconsciously 
there 
are 
many 
people who exhibit a dangerous lack of 
respect for authority and law. 
Kipling, 
in 
his poem on -.t'le American 
spirit^ 
speaks of the American 'who flouts the 
l.iws he makes.' 


Held Definite Views. 


"Our 
ancestors 
who 
drafted 
the 
Declaration 
of 
Independence 
and 
the 
federal constitution and the constitution 
of 1816, of Indiana, had no such errone- 
ous view and did not intend that their 
declaration in favor of the rule of the 
people and of liberty of the individual 
should be construed in any such way. 
Tliey believed in law and' its enforce- 
ment. 


"It is a fundamental error, as I have 
already said, to assume that in a demo- 
cracy or a republic the only reason tor 
obeymg the law is because he votes for 
it or consents to it. In most cases such 
a reason does not exist. 
It is a misin- 
terpretation of the meaning of popular 
government or rule of the people 
It 
does not mean that all the people rule 
or that a majority of the people rule. 
Indeed, as a matter 
of fact, only a 
small 
percentage 
of 
the 
people 
rule 


J ake for an example the"" election oi 
1.^12 
In that election 
the successful 
randulate 
had about 
6,500,000 votes 
The other two candidates received votes 
which aggregated 7,500,000, so that the 
president and the c o n g > ^ whom 
the 
6.500,000 has elected a n ~ h o have di 
rected the policy of the government for 
the succeeding three and a half years, 
were selected by only 6,500,000 people a 
minority of those who 
voted in 
tlie 
election. 


Smalt 
Percentage 
Governs 


"The total number of people entitled to 
vote in tho United States is probably 
twenty 
million or 
twenty^ne 
million 
There were In the election of 1912 more 
people entitled to vote who did not vote 
than who voted for the successful can- 
didate. 
All the people in the 
United 
States number about 100.000,000 
There 
fore, the federal laws and the federal 
officers selected 
to enforce those laws 
were the result of the voters of less than 
7 per cent of the whole people. 
The other 
93 per c:ePt were made up first, of the 
women and children who cannot 
vote- 
second, 
of 
the aliens resident 
in 
thè 
country who cannot vote; third, the seven 
millions who could vote and did not- 
fourth, the seven and one-half 
million 
who did vote, but did not vote for the 
successful candidate. 
For the last three 
and one-half years this 93 per cent have 
been under an obllgratlon to obey laws 
which they had no agency In making and 
to which they did not consent. 
This is 
an 
easy arithmetical 
demonstration 
of 
the fact therefore that if obedience to law 
were based on consent to the enactment 
of the law, in a republic or a democracy, 
we should have anarchy and not gov- 
ernment. 
And yet no one can deny that 
peace and order as men are now consti- 
tuted. depend upon obedience to law. 


First Duty of Cititen. 
"Therefore the first duty of a citizen, 
is to obey the law. because it Is a law, 
and because it represents the state which' 
must be higher authority than any Indi-' 
vidual cltizer and indeed higher authority 
than a majority of the people btcause 
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times subject. A majority no matter how 
normally patriotic and Just and equitable, 
may in moments of intense feeling be 
wiUing to odbpt methods to achieve an 
end that are not just or fair to the 
minority or to The individual. 
Our an- 


eration Just ended we have given 
t«a 
much time and'absorbing thought to 
tt*. 
accumulation of .wealth and the, chase for 
the dollar ano that we should now occtitpy 
jurselves more than heretofore in eor 
couraging those who have fallen behind

under our system, considered from an 
arithmetical standpoint, the majority do 
not rule. Only a majority of the elector- 
ate rule, and they may take a different 
view from the majority of the people. In 
this r e j e c t , for the reasons I have here- 
tofore given and possibly for other rea- 
sons. we seem to be falling away from 
the standard of respect for law that must 
be maintained if we are to be an efCectivo 
government. 
Our children are not dis- 
ciplined in the family as they used to be. 
They are not taught to treat their parents 
with the respect that 
they 
were once 
obliged to show. We have not thought it 
worth while to take the trouble to instruct 
and shape those whom we bring into the 
world and ioi whose character and use- 
fulness in the community we are 
re- 
sponsible. 
AVe consult their tastes and 
preferences too much. 
The kindergarten 
for children who have not reached an age 
of responsibility, and who are under six 
years, is a good thing, in that its methods 
are adapted to attract the child Into at- 
tention to ihat which It is hoped he will 
study. 
His senses are gratified. 
He Is 
amused in 
order that his 
intellectual 
process may be more or less stimulated. 
Mistake We Have Made. 
"But the mistake we have made is in 
having introduced, or continued 
kinder- 
garten methods into the years of child-f 
hood and youth and budding manhood 
and womanhood when in order to frame 
character, discipline must be enforced. It 
is often a good reason for insisting that 
a ijby or girl shall study a particular 
subject that he or she Qoes not like the 
subject. 
It may and often does prove 
that this is the particular field for intel- 
lectual training ihat he or she should be 
compelled to enter aii'd cultivate. There 
seems to have been 
encouraged in 
our 
public schools the 
idea that 
they 
are 
democracies and are to be controlled in 
their policies by the will of tlfe pupils. 
We see this in 
the 
strikes of 
pupils 
against the removal of superintendents or 
of teachers who are favorites. 
Such re- 
bellious attitude and disrespect for au- 
thority is 
encouraged by 
the 
foolish 
parents and the sensational newspapers. 
The children ought to be spanked and 
sent back to school and made to realize 
that the teachers who are put over them 
according to law are entitled to their 
obedience and respect because they are so 
apx>olnted; that a school is not a democ- 
racy »but a place for edu«atlng children 
and youth to become useful members of 
society and citizens of a democracy, and 
that they cannot become so unless they 
first learn tho principles of obedience and 
respect for authority that He at the basis 
of all successful governments and espe- 
cially of the governmeirt of the people. 
Error of Labor Leaders. 
'We find^ the same error in the anxiety 
of labor Itjaders to prevent the enlist- 
ment and maln^nance of an adequate 
militia or of a state constabulary because 
' ^ e y think it will be used to suppress 
effectively disorder and lawless violence 


arising 
in 
labor 
controversies. 
Theityj ment will follow which will Injure all. 
course Is merely an effort to prevent the 
enforcement of law 
taking away the 
instrumentalities by which the officers of 
thè law are to enforce it. 
It is really a 
reliance on force to accomplish economic 
victories rather than upon peaceful law- 
ful methods. 
« 


'Nor Is this lack of respect for law 
confined to wajje earners. We find that it 
manifests Itself among the rich in their 
efforts to evade taxes and amone 
tb« 


gre^t owners of corporate capital invested 
in railways and in large industrial enter- 
prises. 
It was necessary to enact inter- 
state commerce law to prevent unlawful 
discrimination by railroad companies in 
favor of large 
and rich 
shippers 
and 
against their smaller and poorer com- 
petitors. 
^ 


"The railroads 
flouted 
the law 
and 
flaunted 
fhcii- disobedience in the eyes of 
the 
people. 
It 
took 
twenty 
years of 
amendments 1o make Uie law effective. 
So, too, the anti-trust law was enacted to 
prevent the abuses by combinations of 
the powerful to monopolize business and 
drive out of competition the smaller and 
weaker competitors. It took twenty years 
of prosecution and judicial decision to 
make that law effective. 


Di(ty of the Majority. 


"But while there is a duty on the part 
of all citizens to respect authority and 
obey the law, there is a corresponding 
quite as important duty on the part of 
the majority or plurality of the electorate 
to be broad, judicial, patriotic and un- 
selfish in their regard for the welfare 
of all the people In deciding what the 
laws and governmental policy shall be. 
The justice of the law. its equity, the 
absence from it of tyrannical and arbi- 
trary discrimination.s are ultimately the 
strength of the law and of the govern- 
ment 
that enforces It. 
Continued 
in- 
equality and injustice in its operation, 
the granting of undue privileges to favor- 
ite groups or persons, are certain in the 
end 
to crcate such 
bitterness 
in 
the 
minds of those urtfairly treated by the 
operation of the law as to lead to re- 
bellion against 
Its authority, and 
this 
even though the group or class complain- 
ing are 
small as 
compared with 
the 
numerical strength of the remainder of 
the people. The majority of the electorate 
may not exceed 8 or 10 per cent of the 
whole people. They are not voting, when 
they vote, for 
themselves! alone. 
The 
ballot Is not for them to use In an arbi- 
trary way. 
The ballot'ls not their prop- 
erty or an 
Instrument with which 
to 
wreak vengeance to gratify their personal 
wish or enrich themselves unjustly at 
the expense of their fellows. 
They are 
representatives of the whole people in 
casting their ballots. 
Men who vote for- 
get this. They often do not have clearly 
in their minds that they are merely act- 
ing as agents for all; that they are trus- 
tees upon v,-hom rests tho obligation of 
doing the best they can to preserve the 
trust which i? In their hands, 
to-wit, 
that of serving the welfare of the whole 
people. 
Unless they exercise thIs"power 
that they have, equitably and Justly, un- 
less they restrain themselves from grati- 
fying their personal 
desires and 
deal 
justly with those who are opposed t o 
them 
politically, unless they 
approve 
measures and elect men constituting a 
government which, by and large, has only 
Justice for its aim, then they will drive 
the minority of the electorate and pos- 
sibly 
the majority of the people into 
revolution, and an instability of govern- 


Self-Restraint and Justice. 


"In other words, the great duty of the 
electorate in a republic is to exercise 
self-restraint and to do Justice to all 
in the votes cast. 
And this duty cannot 
be performed unless the voter realizes his 
responsibility to all the people and under- 
stands that it 
is not his 
government 
alone, it is not the ^vernment of his 
party alone, but it is the government of 
all. wbo ore entitled to live peacably and 


prosperously and happily under the gov- 
ernment and 
not to be 
discriminated 
against 
because they don't happen 
to 
belong to bis party or his group. 


"We do not have to look far for a 
confirmation of what I have said with 
respest to the necessity of obedience to 
law by all on the one hand and the ex- 
crci.se of justice and self-restraint by the 
controlling majority of the electorate on 
tho other. 
Consider thehif t.-ii-y of some 
of the northern republics ci ."xmth Ameri- 
ca. 
They are only so-called republics, 
and why? 
It Is 
because wltli 
them 
popular government has been a failure, 
why has It been a failure? 
The failure 
Is prove nby the revolutions that they 
have had. 
Their history has largely been 
a sucesslon ot new constitutions, elections 
and revolutions. 
What Is the 
reason? 
AVhen an election is held, those who are 
defeated take to the woods with rifles 
and begin an assault upon those success- 
ful in the election. 
Each 
government 
therefore maintains itself by force until 
it is overcome, and then others from the 
woods step into authority. 
The seat of 
the 
difficultj 
is said 
to be that 
the 
minority are bad losers in the election. 
This is only half the truth. 
The other 
half is that the majority are bad winners. 
Having won an electoral victory, 
they 
have shown by their course In the past 
and by what they do with the power they 
secure, that they believe that the govern- 
ment has been turned over to tliem for 
selfish enjoyment of the power conferred, 
.that It Is and should Inure to their pri- 
vate personal benefit, and that the best 
way to iilspose of the minority who do 
not agree with them is to imprison them 
or deprive them of their rights and prop- 
erty under the forms of law or Indeed 
by direct invasion and forcible imprison- 
ment. 


Self-Government Is Character. 


"Self-goverument, as President Wilson 
has said, is character. 
It Is character 
that has been hammered out by discipline 
in the struggle for Individual liberty and 
in the maintenance of it and in the rec- 
ognition that general Individual liberty 
cannot exist unless it is modified by re- 
spect for the rights of others and all obey 
the law. 


"Popular government is a great boon to 
those who are fitted to enjoy It and so 
are able to enjoy it, but there are many 
people who have not been trained and 
educated sufficiently to understand it and 
carry it on successfully. Eighty per cent 
of the inhabitants of Mexico are the In- 
dian peons who cannot read or write. 
It 
is impossible to establish a 
successful 
popular government with universal adult 
male suffrage in such a country 
and 
hope to have It Inure to the benefit of the 
people. 
The anarchy that now prevails 
In Mexico i.«i an evidence of just what I 
say. 
We must look at these things with 
a broad vision and a clear understaodg 
of what makes 
it possible for us to 
have the Inestimable privilege' of self- 
government and to preserve it. We must 
not be provincial to the point of thinking 
that all people are adamed to suoh a 
government, or that such T government is 
the best for all people when they are not 
fitted for it. 


When Feellna Sways. 


"But oven among th^ most intelligent 
p6ople there are times when Justlc^ and 
equity and fair dealing are departed from 
in the heat of partisan feeling and in the 
passionate emotion to which human na- 
ture, "no matter how trained jipd culti- 
vated. no matter how IntellisenL ia aome- 


i ,b^te^with wide control over the àttair^ 
¡ joi the whole community and therefore 


j over the welfare of the minority and the 
individual, 
that 
there 
was 
danger 
at 
times that the majority would forget the 
path of justice and depart from it. They 
therefore in o. period of calm'deliberation, 
when they considered only generai prin- 
ciples and not the special instances so 
likely to arouse emotion, passion' and 
prejudice, framed the constitution which 
besides providing for the organization of 
the government, imposed limitations upon 
its action yihich were in effect limita- 
tions /Upon the action of the majority of 
the electorat - in favor of the minority 
and in protection of the rights of the 
individuals. 
They made these guaranties 
written, and they entrjusted their inter- 
pretation and enforcement to a tribunal 
as independent of popular appeal 
and 
governmental control as possible. 
They 
vested in the supreme court the function 
and power to say what the limits of the 
action of the executive and legislative 
branches must be when dealing with the 
minority and in dealing with Individuals. 
They thus 
deliberately 
imposed upon 
themselves as the people, restraints to 
keep themselves within the path of justice 
in exercising».the power of government. 
We have lived under such constitution for 
125 years, and we have vindicated to the 
world the rule of the people by the re- 
straining use of the written constitution 
and its enforcement by an independent 
judiciary. These two things have secured 
us against the defects and passions of 
human nature 
and a 
departure 
from 
equity and fair dealing in the exercise of 
governmental power, and this result is 
v/hat has given -solidarity and permanence 
to government and has retained the sup- 
port of all in the maintenance of lawful 
authority. 


Hasty Action 
Unsafe. 


"I wish to emphasize the fact that this 
written constitution providing just limita- 
tions for the 
exercise of 
govcrimiental 
authority 
toward 
minorities 
and 
iri^i- 
viduals was adopted and c^n only be 
adopted in the nature of tilings by the 
people in periods of calm deliberation, that 
hasty action 
in tho 
adoption of 
sucii 
fundamental law is unsafe, uncongruous 
and Inconsistent with any wise theory of 
government organization. 


Error of Judicial Recall. 


"Herein is the fundamental error made 
by those who advocated 
tho 
recall of 
judicial decinions and the recall of judges. 
Their argument was that people made 
constitutions and people understand how 
they ought to be enforced. 
Therefore, if 
courts enforced them, with a different 
result from that which the people in- 
tended, in particular cases, it was the 
right that the people should accordingly 
be given an opportunity at once to re- 
verse the decisions of the courts and set 
aside 
their 
erroneous 
interpretations. 
Such a view ignores entirely the fact that 
these self-resiraints in a written constitu- 
tion are useful and effective because they 
arc imposed when the people are in a 
deliberative state of mind as embodying 
general principles, in order to control the 
people and restrain them when they are 
aroused to passionate decision by par- 
ticular Instances Involving personal emo- 
tion and partisan prejudices. 
The secret 
of the power and force and usefulness 
of a written constitution is in the fact 
that It Is to be interpreted by an inde- 
pendent tribunal and not by the people in 
heat and emotion. 
A 
history 
of 
the 
supreme court of the United States will 
prove what I have said by reference to 
many cases in which at the time of the 
decision of the supreme court the people 
have differed from the action of the court 
and yet ultimately have acquiesced and 
never disturbed it.s interpretation. 


"There are instances of course in which 
the people having found what the judicial 
interpretation of 
the 
constitution was 
changed the constitution in due and or- 
derly method after a deliberation of a 
decade or more. 
That was the case with 
the question of the validity of an Income 
tax levied without apportionment accord- 
ing to the population of the states. 
It 
Is true that those opposed to slavery did 
not acquiesce in the justice of the Dred 
Scott decision. but4t Is also true that the 
war which ended slavery and reversed the 
Dred Scott decision was begun not by 
those opposed to slavery and differed with 
the court, but by those--who upheld the 
decision. 
On the whole the history of 
the supreme court will show a remarkable 
acquiescence by the people in the decis- 
ions of the court, even though at the 
time of rendition the feeling may have 
been bitter and hot against it. 


Need of Self-Restralnt. 


"But even 
within the 
discretionary 
power that Is vested in a majority of the 
electorate the members of the electorate 
must themselves exercise great self-re- 
straint. 
No constitution in a free gov- 
ernment can so limit the majority that 
the majority may not constitutionally do 
gross injustice to the minority and to in- 
dividuals, and if the republic Is to en- 
dure. there must bo cultivated in tho 
minds of the ruling majority, the neces- 
sity for their being good winners by the 
wise, prudent and Just exercise of the 
'power which winning at an election gives 
them. 


"Thomas Jefferson and Herbert Spencer 
advocated a system of government 
in 
which Its fiinctions should be limited to 
thfe 
administration of 
justice and the 
maintenance of proper police. Jefferson 
was in favor of a System of public educa- 
tion and led In it. But he was very much 
opposed to n general paternalism. Spen- 
cer went further.and opposed even edu- 
cation at the public expense, 
thinking 
that It ought to be left to private in- 
itiative and malntenace'. 
We have long 
ago departec from any such restricted 
view of the proper functions of govern- 
ment, and we are engaged In fraternallsm 
and paternalism to an extent that would 
luive .shocked many of our ancestors. It 
has seemed to the people that the gov- 
ernment was fitted by reason of its great 
resources tlirough the Jaxlng power and 
the machinery th^t it must have in exer- 
cising many.of its functions to do things 
that have heretofore been done through 
private enterprise If done at all, with 
more effectiveness than by individuals. 


Too IVIuch Greed for Gain. 


"In the last decade, too, we have been 
halted by the conviction that in the gen> 


the field of social improvement by u n d u ^ 
restrictive legislation and are in danger 
of injuring the independence of personal 
initiative ant! of losing the force and 
impetus that 
have 
been the pride of 
America in her sons and daughters. Asaia 
undue paternalism 
because of excessive 
taxation to whicn it necessarily leads, 
will burden the industries and discourace 
the energy of capital and reduce the wage 
fund for the thrlHy and prudent ahd 
industrious in order to beneflt the lajy, 
the shiftless, the Imprudent and tho un- , 
fortunate. In this way the majority with 
a false generosity may do injustice to 
those valuable members of the commun- 
ity, the wage earners, whose prudential 
virtues make continued progress possible. 


Injustice Is Taxation. 


"Again ,there seems to be a tendency 
among legislatures today to find a means 
'of only taxing the wealthy and relïevin» 
those of moderate or limited means from 
paying any of the expenses of govern- 
ment. 
We have seen this illustrated in 
the income tax. 
I fully approve 
tSe 
principle of graduating the Income tax 
so as to make those with the larger in- 
comes pay toward the expense of tho 
government not only a larger amount but 
at a larger rate per cent, but I think it "" 
is a bad principle adopted merely for 
political reasons, which exempts from the 
same tax, however small the rate, in- 
comes undei §3,000 a year. It was avowed 
in congress that the reason why the ex- 
emption wa.M put so high and was not 
c.irried dowr to $1,000 or $500 a year was 
because those responsible for the 
law 
were afraid it would lose them and their 
party votes. 
The danger of such a plan 
is that it take^ away from the great body 
of the people who are in the exempt 
class a lack of interest in governmental 
e.xpenses anc a lack of responsibility jn 
scrutinizing- governmental 
extravagance. 
If a man pays a tax, no matter how 
the human nature in him urges 
him to question how the fund to which 
he has contributed has been expended, 
and it creates in the electorate a desire 
for enonomy in government that is in- 
dispensable unless we go into bankruptcy. 


All In the Same Boat. 


"Growing cut of a just feeling on the 
part of tho people that during the gen- 
eration just ended we have been in great 
danger of corporate and corrupt govern- 
ment and a plutocracy, there has been 
aroused an hostility to corporations and 
to accumulated wealth generally which 
has made politicians feel that the way to 
popular approval and preferment is by 
bitter attack and unjust dealing with all 
corporations and with all t)uslness suc- 
cess. I am hopeful that there has been a 
reaction from this spirit, but It existed 
long enough and was Intense enotigh to 
put on the statute book a number of laws 
entirely unjust and likely to disturb hon- 
e.st business and to Injure the welfare 
of all. 


"We are all in the same boat and any 
class legislation that gives undue privi- 
lege to one or imposes undue restrictions 
upon another, ultimately and inevitably 
injures tho whole body, politic and social. 
I am an optimist. 
There is, as I have 
said, a reaction from many of those in- 
jurious tendencies which I have pointed 
out, and it seems to me that that re- 
action may be stimulated by examining 
and emphasizing the fundamental truths 
that lie at the foundation of our success 
a.s a republic and our vindication of the 
rule of the people as the best source 
of 
government when the 
people 
are 
trained to obedience to law and tb self- 
restraint in its adoption and In its en- 
forcement."

"woman's party," the birth of which I 
saw as -was started winging its wa> 
down the ages. 


What does all this mean? 
Wiiat message does this hold for the 
women of America—of the world? 


The woman's party means more than 
votes for women. 
It is the symbol of 
our solidarity. 
It stands for the best 
national efforts of American women. It 
embodies the aspirations of millions of 
i.'itelligent women—women 
who think, 
and have enlightened opinions. 
It fo- 
cuses our struggle for independence. 


The woman's party stands for woman 
first. It means an individual allegiance 
to our ideal-i-the idea of sex equality 
and responsibility. 


It means -more and more united, ef- 
fective co-operation. 


Women have discovered 
that 
they 
cannot rely on man's chivalry to give 
them justice—^just as men before them 
found out that we cannot be saved by 
other people—we must save ourselves. 


Man has fought hard for the exten- 
sion of his franchise; it has sometimes 
cost bloodshed. 
Today women are met 
with the same 
arguments that were 
urged against the political emancipation 
o; men. It was argued by their mastern 
that 
the 
propertyless 
mob was 
not 
competent to vote; that they did not 
want the vote; that only a few noisy 
demagogues 
were 
stirring the people 
and filling their heads with foolishness. 
The idea that they were capable of tak- 
ing intelligent interest in political ques- 
tions was ridiculed. 


But no ridicule, no argument, no forco 
could daunt those who fought for man- 
hood suffrage. 


The justice of our cause is as ob- 
vious, as compelling, as theirs. 
Our 
need to take part in controlling the 
affairs of the world is imperative. 
The 
love of power is strong in the human 
breast, and men, having once secured 
their sufTrage, will keep it for them- 
selves until we force them to extend it 
to women. 


The time is ripe for us; there are 
now four million women voters in the 
United States. 
The partv that turns 
them down is dead politically. Of course 
our victory is not won; we shall hav® 
to work long and endure much before 
our dreams are realized. 
But the new 


woman's party will give the two old 
parties a jolt at the presidential elec- 
tion that will set them thinking and 
acting. 


At every stage of history there comes 
a moment when decisive action brings 
all the struggles of the past into reali- 
zation.

GETS BABYLONIAN 
CYLINDER 


^President of Notre Dame Receives Rec- 
ord of Nebudjadnezzar. 


Xotre Danio, Ind., June S.—A large 
Jjumed 
clay 
cylinder 
tellinjf 
of ihc 
works of Xebuchadnezzar, 
has 
coriie 
into possession of the very Rev. John 
-Cavanaugh, C. R. C., president of Xotro 
Dame tmiversity, M'ho received it from 
"Dr. Edgar J. Banks, of New York, an 
nrchaeologist. 
The cylinder was found 
recently in Ixe ancient city of ^Marada, 
»ear the site of Babylon, in the walls 
of a temple. 
It is one of three found, 
the other two being in tlie New York 
public library and in the British muse- 
um at London. 


The 
cylinder 
is about 
nine 
inches 
high and four inches in diameter, and 
it contains 14.5 lines, supposedly 
writ- 
ten by Nebuchadnezzar himself, giving 
en account of the building of the walls 
of Babylon and of the reconstruction of 
the great tower of Birs, which scliolars 
liave identified as the Biblical Tower of 
Babel. The walls, which were (10 miles 
long, 300 feet high and 85 feet wide, 
were completed, according to the story 
on this cylinder, in fifteen days by a 
gigantic army of 2,000,000 men.

O fringe with the least possible

It is well to know, also, that 
the drawing of linen threads is made 
easier if the dressing has first been re- 
moved. 
Brush a heavy lather made 
from good white soap along the space 
from which you wish to draw 
the 
threads. 
Let this dry in and it will 
disturb the original dressing so that 
the 
threads may 
be more 
readily 
drawn out. 


T is easy to make a stocking box 
to fit a bureau 
or chiffonier 
drawer. Cut up a long paste- 
board box such as coats and 
suits are delivered in. The partitions 
which divide the long, narrow box into 
compartments should be placed at in- 
tervals of about five or six 
inches 
apart, according to the length of the 
box. 
Cover all 
the pieces of paste- 
board with cretonne or cover the sides 
of the box on the outside with cretonne 
and the inside with pussy willow silk 
to match. Your silk stockings should 
be kept in this box, each one separate 
in one of these compartments. 
This 
makes it easier to elect just the right 
pair when in a hurry for the various 
occasions. 


HITE silk stockings have a most 
" annoying habit of acquiring a 


yellowish tinge after two or 
three 
washings, 
and this is 
usually due to their being washed out 
In a basin and hung up to dry without 
bleaching. Soak the stockings halt an 
hour in cold water into which a pinch 
of borax has been dropped, then wash 
them in 
warm, but not 
hot, water 
made sudsy 
with some 
pure white 
Boap. 
Rinse in three waters—this is 
very Important, for the least bit of 
soap remaining will yellow the silk 
—and blue the last rinsing water just 
a trifle. 
Then hang the stockings in 
the sun and wind to bleach and dry.

^LADY'S BEAUTY 
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MENUS FOR 
CHILDREN 
Great Care Must 
be Used In the 
Selection.

ANY- mothers have a good deal 
of difficulty in selecting the 
right kind of food for the chil- 
dren's menus. The little ones 
so often grow tired of the same kind 
of nourishment, anfl, it is rather hard 
to keep a certain monotony away from 
the children's table. Nourishng dshes 
are essential and rich foods are forbid- 
den, so that the choice is limited at 
best 


It is something in the nature of a 
calamity when the little ones tire of 
a dish which is particularly nutritious. 


Children of three or four often show 
a great disinclination to eat eggs. They 
are usually very fond of eggs for the 
first two years of existence, taking a 
spoonful of boiled 
egg or a coddled 
egg with the greatest delight. Then a 
period of the most intense dislike for 
eggs, during 
which they 
cannot be 
coaxed, bribed or forced to eat one. 


As eggs, along with milk, are the 
two most nutritious factors on the 
children's menu, it is almost impossi- 
ble to do without them. And if the 
mother is clever in disguising the eggs 
in different forms, the kiddes will not 
have to do without them. It is easy to 
mix an egg into.any number of dishes 
where the child will never suspect he 
is eating the hated food. 
It is only 
when it is served in the old recogniz- 
able shape that he will absolutely re- 
fuse it 


Eggs may be put In many nursery 
desserts. One way in which they may 
be served, 
is as follows: 
One egg 
should be beaten up very light until 
the white is frothy, then orange juice 
should be added with a little sugar. 
This can be drunk from a glass for 
breakfast or served as a dessert in a 
bowl, to be eaten with crackers. 


Children are usually very fond of 
custard, which 
is of course 
for the 
most part eggs. 
Any desserts which 
contain plenty of eggs and are not too 
rich are to be encouraged at the nur- 
sery table, especially while the child 
has an aversion against eggs in gen- 
eral. As they are really such a very 
Important part of the infant's diet, it 
is necessary that they be taken in one 
form or another, and if the child will 
not eat them in the usual undisguised 
way,Hhen the mothei) must give them 
in desserts.

Harmar was much disheartened at the- 
kind of people he had received from 
Kentucky, and he had much trouble, on 
his march from Detroit to Fort Wayne.

ington and Kekionga, in keeping thu 
officers of his army

order. 
The 


march was a lone and a bard one but 
ou' the 17th of October, 1700, General 
Jcsiah 
Harmar, 
after 
crossing 
the 


Maumee river nt the common fording 
place, reached the spot on which we 
now stand, at about one o'clock in the 
afternoon. 
Three days of reconnoiter- 


ircg, with some fighting, were spent In 
this territory. 
On tbe 21st of October, 


v,c find General Harmar and his army 
encamped at a point several miles down 
the Maumee river from tbis spot. But 
on that night Major Wyllys and Colonel 
Harding with a detachment of 400 men, 
started back and reached this point at 
si.nrise, and it was on the. day of tMa 
morning—October 22. 1790— that 
the 


disaster known in history as 'Harmar's 
Defeat,' occurred at this place. 
When 


those who survived this terrible de- 
feat, of whom Major Wyllys was r.ol 
one, at the hands of Little Turtle an(' 
his band of Indians, returned to the 
encampment of General Harmar, Col 
onel Harding requested the general to 
inarch back, to tbis place with the whole 
army, but General Harmar gave Colone 
Hr.rdiag many good reasons why this 
should not be done, but as a matter of 
fact 'The general at this time had lost 
all confidence in the militia.' 
On the 


following day, October 23rd., General 
Harmar and his army took up the line 
of march for return to Detroit and 
reached there on the fourth of the next 
month, having lost in the expedition, 


ne hundred and eighty-three killed, and 
hirty-one wounded.

Reckoning With Roosevelt 


The outstanding feature of the political hurly-burly at Chicago on 


[Wednesday when the republican und progressive national conven- 
tions held their opening sessions was clearly and unmistakably the 
frenzied demonstration for Colonel Roosevelt which characterized 
the gathering of the progressives. Temporary Chairman Robins had 
spoken but three sentences of his keynote address when ho made 
mention oh' the colonel's name and there instantly burst forth a 
pandemonium of blended applause, shouts, cheers, roars, chants and 
militant melody that utterly refused to he stilled until more than 
one hour and thirty minutes had elapsed. Devotees of Col. Roose- 
velt's cause marched and surged and swayed about the Auditorium 
hall giving vent to enthusiasm that would not longer be denied. 
Doubtless much of the show was staged—that is, the leaders had 
calculated upon and encouraged something of the sort as an object 
lesson to the republican assemblage in session but a few squares dis- 
tant. The moral effect of a demonstration of this character is un- 
questioned, but it is to be doubted if even the most devoted adherents 
of the colonel's cause had correctly guaged the extent or the fervor 
of what followed the first out-break of the pent-up devotion. 


All this is especially interesting because of the talk of peace be- 


tween the republicans and the progressives—because of the effort -to 
heal the old breach left by the secession of the progressive republi 
.cans from the convention which rcnominated Mr. Taft. It is inter 
esting, too, because of the fact that from many quarters AVQ have 
-heard the preachment that Colonel Roosevelt was politically dead 
and that he had been duly and decently entombed in the political 
cemetery. It has a further interesting significance, too, from the 
fact that the colonel's adherents are by no means confined to the 
progressive organization. It will transpire that he has no ino.on 
siderable following within the republican convention itself, even hi: 
enemies conceding him from 150 to 200 votes there. The progres 
sive demonstration Wednesday makes substantial and definite the 
' claim stoutly maintained prior to that time—that the progressives 
have no second choice; that they will have Roosevelt or nobody. The 
task'of reckoning with Colonel Roosevelt is a job that will be ex- 
tremely distasteful to the majority of the gentlemen who make up 
the republican national convention, but it is a job that cannot be 
dodged. It is today the biggest element in the Chicago situation.

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Following is the address whieh Ex- 


Prwident Taft h»d prepared for delir- 
ery in Fort Wayne on the centennial 
occasion. On account of the rain which 
intervened at the close of the automo- 
bile parade, however, Mr. lift was un- 
able to deliver his address. 


"Citizens of Fort Wayne,, Ladies and 


Gentlemen:—I am glad to be present at 
tliis interesting centennial celebration of 
the birth of the state of Indiana. It is 
properly held at this, one of the most 
interesting historical places in the whole 
northwest. As early as 1630, now more 
than two centuries and a quarter ago, 
it was a gateway for the Indians and 
travelers from the lakes to the south- 
west. Here was the begiuning of the 
Haumee-Wabash portage. Here was for 
a century an important French trading 
post. Here was the old French and 
English Fort Miami, and here was Fort 
"Wayne, built by that distinguished 
American soldier who bore the sobriquet 
of "Mad Anthony." Built in 1794, after 
he had defeated the Indians at the bat- 
tie of Fallen Timbers, it remained as a 
defense against the Indians until after 
the foundation of the city and the per- 
manent settlement here In 1815. It 
would be difficult to find u spol about 
which more Indian 
associations cli:^ 


than that upon which we stand today. 
Hero alone we might find reasons enough 
in your history to give your state the 
name of Indiana. 
However much you 


may value .evidences of prosperity J 
your rapid growth and your importance 
us a railroad center, you of Fort Waynu

your 


wealth of tradition. It is a pleasure to 
note that you accord to it the import 
ance it deserves. 


What Event Commemoratea. 


"We are here to commemorate the 


change of the Indians' territory into 
state. The territory was carved out n: 
that greater territory northwest of the 
Ohio river which was given a form o 
government in the Ordinance of 17S7 
iind to which we must trace the origii 
of the great states of Ohio, Indiana 
Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin. 
Th< 


present population and wealth of thesi 
live states,, and the high standard of in 
tclligesice of their inhabitants, I nee< 
hardly dwell upon. I mention them onh 
to sity that they were the normal resul 
of the natural resources of the conntr 
uml a spirit of freedom and indopcn 
. dencc in the pioneers who settled thci 


and in the fundamental instrument i 
which their institutions and govcrnmen 
liiul origin—the Ordinance of 1787. Tha 
charter secured a proportionate rcpresci 
tatfon of the people in the lc;:islatiir< 
provided a biirof rights, forever forbad

Why then do wv 
favor popvlar government! If we can 
not state why we favor it, we are hard- 
ly worthy to deserve it and we c«- 
tainly'^shill lack when the test comet 
in meeting the obligation to defend it 
and sustain it. We believe in popular 
government because we believe that in 
the long run a government in which a 
considerable part of the people direct 
the policy of the government, represen- 
tatives of all classes have a chance to 
be heard, the intere&ti of all clu*e* ate 
more likely to be regarded and taken 
care of than where the interest is one 
class is committed to the care and con 
trol of any other, no matter how a! 
truistic that other may be. In the long 
run, it is better for each class of peo 
pie to have gome say, or opportunity to 
be heard, in the determination of what 
i to be done by the government and 
may affect them. 


The Second Reason. 


"The second reason why we prefer \ 
opular government is that where ail 
[asses have some say and some right 
o be beard in determining what the 
overnmcntal policy shall be. even if 
lieir own views are not followed, tho 
act that they are consulted- will lead 
hem to support the government and 
ive it solidarity. This solidarity will 
ecure strength to it which makes per- 
manence and stability. Permanence and 
tability of government are essential to 
ontinued peace and order and these 
are essential to the prosperity of all 
and to the equal opportunity of all to 
icek happiness. 


VBut we must not te misled by the 


jeneralization that popular government 
neans literally the rule of the people. 
5uch literal definition and interpreta- 
tion gives rise to fundamental miscon- 
ceptions in respect to our duties as cit- 
zens. It gives rise to the view thar 
all the people make the law that they 
are called upon to obey, and thus that

This leads to the very demoral- 
izing attitude of individuals and groups 
of individuals that when they are called 
upon to obey laws that they don't like, 
that they don't vote for, and that oper- 
ate to tlioir annoyance, they may recur 
to the fundamental idea that the en- 
forcement of such a law is contrary to 
the rule of the people, and therefore 
they may " properly 
disobey it and 


ignore it. 


Attitude of the Anarchist. 


_"TMs conclusion really states the at- 
titude of the modern anarchist. I do 
not nienn that body of men called an- 
archists who manifest their hostility to 
society and seek to convince .by the use 
of explosive and blowing their oppo- 
nents up, but I mean a school of social 
thinkers who advance the view that we 
can trace all our evils in society to the 


t:as the first'of all constitutions 'ly tie- j rcstraints of government, and that the

1811, and who was the 
first governor of the state from ISIS to 
1S22. the constitution adopted in 1810, 
reiterated the declaration of the Ordi- 
nance1 of 17R7 against slavery and the 
Institution soon disappeared. 


Suggests a Topic. 


"I hVivc read the constitution" of 1S16 


and it has suggested to me a topic for 
discussion. 
The indispensable basis of 


success for what we call a government 
of the people is certain duties of citizen- 
ship which must be fulfilled or popular 
government will fail. Tour constitution 
of 1816 in its preamble stated the pur- 
pose of its framers to be 'to establish 
justice, promote the welfare and secure 
the blessings of liberty to the people of 
Indiana and their posterity,' and in its 
first a.rticle it declared that 'all men are 
born equally free .and indipendent, that 
they have certain natural, inherent and 
ittaiiwablo rights'among which are the 
enjoying and defending life and liberty 
' and of acquiring, possessing and protect- 
ing property and pursuing and obtaining 
]iappin>_-55 and safety.' The constitution 
further declares that all power is inher- 
ent in the people and that'all free gov- 
ernments nre founded on their authority 
and instituted for tlicir jieacc and safety 
and happiness. 


"Now we have heard and read such 


principles announced first in the Decla- 
ration of Independence, then in our fed- 
eral constitution, and then in the con- 
stitution of the state?, and in many 
other instruments of government. 
Wo 


recite thein with entire satisfaction ju«t 
as we recito creeds in our churches, but 
xve do not always analyze tlicir mean- 
ing. We do not always apply the proper 
qualifications to their sweeping general- 
ization?, and especially do we frequently 
fail to appreciate the burdens and duties 
which the enjoyment of such jrovernmcnt 
-entails upon us if we are to be part 
of it. We arc mx:ch more prone to dwell 
upon our rights undo- a system of gov- 
ernment than our obligations to main- 
tain it. 


Do Not Always Argue Out. 


"We do not always argue out why 


we believe in popular povcrnment.. We 
refer to the rule of the people a? if it 
were nn end and not n means. We say 
that the rule of the people brings us 
liberty and so we treat liberty a? an 
end and not a means. The real end of 
life is the happiness of all and the hap- 
piness of all depends upon the happi- 
ness of tho individuals and the recon- 
ciliation of the happiness of one indi- 
vidual with the happiness of another. 
It not infrequently happens that what 
seems to be the happiness of one indi- 
vidual will interfere with the happiness 
of another. The well known rule of law 
that a man must enjoy his own in sue!)

They made these guaranties 
written, and they cmrusfed thc\r inter- 
pretation ai.d enforcement to a tribunal 
as indepenuenl of popular appeal anil 
governmental control as possible. They 
vested in the supreme court the function 
and power to say what the limits of the 
action of the executive and legislative 
branches must be when dealing with the 
minority and in dealing with Individuals. 
They thus 
deliberately 
Imposed upon 


themselves as the people, restraints to 
Keep themselves within the path of justice 
in exercising the power of government. 
We have lived under such constitution for 
125 years, and «-e have vindicated to the 
world the rule of the people- by the re- 
straining use of the written constitution 
and Its enforcement by an independent 
judiciary. These two things have secured 
us against the defects and passions of 
human nature and a 
departure 
from 


equity and fair dealing In the exercise' of 
governmental power, and this result IB 
what has given solidarity and permanence 
to government and has retained the sup- 
port of all in the maintenance of lawful 
authority. 


Hasty Action Unsafe. 


"I wish to emphasize the fact that this 


written constitution providing just limita- 
tions fur the exercise of governmental 
authority toward minorities and indi- 
viduals was adopted and can only be 
adopted in the nature ot things by the 
people in periods of calm deliberation, that 
hasty action 
In tho 
adoption of such 


fundamental law is unsafe, uncongruous 
and inconsistent with any wise theory of 
governm.jn' organization. 


Error of Judicial Recall. 


"Herein is the fundamental error made 


th 
fur.d for the thrifty ana prudent and 
industrious in order to benefit the laajr. 
the shiftless, tfee Imprudent and th* un- 
fortunate. In this way the majority with ' 
a false gcr.erosity may do injustice t» 
those valuable members of the commun- 
ity, the wage earners, whose prudential 
virtues make continued progress poailbl*. 


Injustice li Ttxatlon. 


"Again there seems to bo a tendency • 


among legislatures today to find «. mean* 
of only taiini: the wealthy and relieving 
those of moderate or limited means froa* 
raying any ot the expenses of fov«ro- 
inent. We have seen this illustrated in 
the income tax. 
1 fully approve the 


principle of graduating the Income «j"t 
so as to make those with the larger in- 
comes pay toward the expense of the 
government not only a larger amount but 
at a larger rate per cent, but I think it 
Is a bad principle adopted merely for 
political reascns. which exempts from th« 
aamc tax. however small the rate, in- 
comes undw $3.000 a year. It wag avowed 
In congress that the reason why the ex- 
emption war put so high and w*g not 
carried dowr to ?1,000 or $500 a year wa» 
because those responsible for the Uw 
were afraid it would lose them and their 
party votes. The danger of such a plan 
is that it takes away from the great body 
of the people who are in the exempt* 
class a lack of Interest In governmental 
expenses am1 n lack of responsibility in 
scrutinizing governmental extravagance. 
If a man pays a tax, no matter how 
small, the human nature in him ur(M 
him to question how the fund to which 
he has contributed has been expended, 
and It creates, In the electorate a deslr* 
for enonomy in government that is In- 
dispensable unless we go Into bankruptcy. 


All In the Same Boat. 


"Growing rut of a just feeling on th« 


part of the people that during the gen- 


work, and to which we should promptly 
come, is one in which, without govern- 
ment and without any restriction of 
any sort,, each member of society, each 
child and man, will know what they 
ought to do in following their rights 
and fulfilling their duties to themselves 
and to others, and will conduct them- 
selves 
accordingly. 
Following such 


views unconsciously there arc manv 
people who exhibit a dangerous lack 'of 
respect for authority and law. Kipling, 
m 
his poem on tfre American 
spirit' 


speaks of the American 'who flouts the 
l.iws he makes.' 


Held Definite Views. 


"Our 
ancestors 
who drafted 
the 


Declaration of Independence and the 
federal constitution and the,constitution 
of 1316, of Indiana, had no such errone- 
ous view, and did not intend that their 
declaration in -favor of the rule of the 
people and of liberty of the individual 
should he construed in any such way. 
They believed in law and its enforce- 
ment. 


"It is a fundamental error, as I hav,. 


already said, to assume that in a demo- 
cracy -or a republic the only reason for 
obeying the law is because he rotes for 
n or consents to it. In most cases such 
a reason does not exist. It is a misin- 
terpretation of the meaning of popular 
government or rule of the people 
It 


does not mean that all the people rule 
or that a majority of the people rule. 
Indeed, as a matter 
of fact, only a 


small percentage of the people rule

33 per ,-eft were made up first, of the 
women and children who cannot vote- 
second, of the aliens resident in the 
country whc cannot vote; third, the 
millions who could vote and did 
fourth, the seven and one-half n 
who did vote, but did not vote for 
successful candidate. For the last three" 
and one-Tialf years this 93 per cent have 
been under an obligation to obey laws 
which they had no agency In making and 
to which they did not consent.- This Is 
an easy arithmetical demonstration of 
the fact therefore that if obedience to law 
were based on consent to the enactment 
of tho law, in a. republic or a democracy, 
we should have, anarchy and not irov- 
crnmcnt. Ar.6 yot no one can deny that 
peace and order ag men are now consti- 
tuted, depend upon obedience to law.

under our system, considered from an 
arithmetical standpoint, the majority do 
not rule.

In 
this respect, for the reasons I have here- 
tofore given and possibly for other rea- 
sons, we eeern to be falling away from 
the standard of respect for law that must 
be maintained if we are to be an effective 
government. 
Our children are not dis- 


ciplined in tho family as they used to be. 
They are not taught to treat their parents 
with the respect that they were once 
obliged to show. We have not thought it 
worth while to take the trouble to instruct 
and shape those whom we bring into the 
world and foi whose character and use- 
fulness in the community we are re- 
sponsible. 
We consult their tastes and 


preferences too much. The kindergarten 
for children who have not reached an age 
of responsibility, and who are under six 
years, is a good thing, in that its. methods 
are adapted to attract the child into at- 
tention to that which it is hoped he will 
study. 
His senses are gratified. He is 


amused in 
order that his 
intellectual 


process may be more or less stimulated. 


Mistake We Have Made. 
j 


"But the mistake we have made is in 


having introduced, or continued .kinder- 
garten methods into the years of child- 
hood and youth and budding manhood 
and womanhood when in order to frame 
character, discipline must be enforced. It 
is often a good reason for insisting that 
a boy or girl shall study a particular 
subject thai he or she Goes not like the 
subject. 
It may anfl often does prove 


that this is the particular Held for intel- 
lectual training that he or she should be 
compelled to enter and cultivate. There 
seems to have been encouraged in .our 
public schools the idea that they are 
democracies and are to be controlled in 
their policies by the will of the pupils. 
We see this in the strikes o£ pupils 
against tho removal of superintendents or 
of teachers who are favorites. 
Such re- 


bellious attitude and disrespect for au- 
thority is 
encouraged by the 
foolish 


parents au<3 the sensational newspapers. 
The children ought to be spanked and 
sent back to school and made to realize 
that the teachers who are put over them 
according to law are entitled to their 
obedience anu respect because they are so 
appointed; that a school is not a. democ- 
racy but a place for educating children 
and youth to become useful members of 
society and citizens of a democracy, and 
that they cannot become so unless they 
first learn the principles of obedience and 
respect for authority that lie at the basis 
of all successful governments and espe- 
cially of the government of the people. 


Error of Labcr~ Leaders. 


"\\~e find the same error in the anxiety 


ot labor luaders to prevent the enlist- 
ment and maintenance of .in adequate 
militia or of a state constabulary because 
they think it will be used to suppress 
effectively disorder and lawless violence 
arising in labor controversies. 
Their 


course is merely an effort to prevent the 
enforcement of law by taking away the 
instrumentalities by which the officers of 
the law are to enforce it. It is really a 
reliance on force to accomplish economic 
victories rather than upon peaceful law- 
ful methods. 


"Nor is this lack of respect for law- 


great owners of corporate.capital Invested ! prosperously and happily under the gov- 
In railways and In large industrial enter- 
prises. It was necessary to- enact inter- 
state commerce law to prevent unlawful 
discrimination by railroad companies in 
favor of large and rich shippers 
and 


against their smaller and poorer com- 
petitors. 


"The railroads flouted the law 
and 


flaunted their disobedience in the eyes of 
the -people. 
It took twenty years of 


amendments to make the law effective. 
So, too, the anti-trust law was enacted to 
prevent the abuses by combinations of 
the powerful to monopolize business and 
drive out of competition the smaller and 
weaker competitors. It took twenty years 
ot prosecution and judicial decision to 
make that law effective- 


Duty of the Majority. 


"But while there is a duty on the part 


of all -ciUzerit to respect authority and 
obey the law, there is a corresponding 
quite as important duty on the part of

Their argument was that people made 
constitutions and people understand how 
they ought to be enforced. Therefore, if 
courts enforced them, with a different 
result from that which the people in- 
tended, in particular cases, it was the 
right that the people should accordingly 
be given an opportunity at once to re- 
verse the decisions of the courts and set 
aside 
their erroneous 
interpretations. 


Such a view ignores entirely the fact that 
these self-restraints in a written constitu- 
tion are useful and effective because they 
are imposed when the people are in a 
deliberative state of mind as embodying 
general principles, in order to control the 
people and restrain them when they are 
aroused to passionate decision by par- 
ticular instances involving personal emo- 
tion and partisan prejudices. Tho secret 
of the pover and force and usefulness 
of a written constitution is in the fact 
that it is to be interpreted by an inde- 
pendent tribunal and not by the people In 
heat and emotion. A history of 
the 


supreme court of the United States will 
prove what I have said by reference to 
many cases in which at the time of the 
decision of thp supreme court the people 
have differed from the action of the court 
and yet ultimately have acquiesced and 
never disturbed its interpretation. 


"There are instances of course in which
